The occurrence of so many disasters on these northern 
shores, in such a short space of time, has created the deepest 
sensation. Within the short space of three weeks, not fewer 
than thirty-four individuals have been drowned in the narrow 
range of the counties of Caithness, Orkney, and Zetland, entailing 
an amount of suffering beyond description. 

It would be presumptuous in the highest degree to affirm that 
every loss could be averted if human agency were properly di- 
rected, and all human means tried that a sense of the dangers to 
be encountered could devise, The elements in their fury are 
doubtless intended to serve as the instruments of Almighty wrath 
to chastise the vanity of man. But the same beneficence which 
watches over the. lives of those who “go down to the sea in 
ships,” has indicated the methods by which various misfortunes 
may be shunned, and it is nothing less than a wanton tempting of 
fate to neglect their employment. To narrow the question in its 
application to Great Britain alone—do we adopt all reasonable 
measures, and in a sufficient degree, to stave off calamity? Are 
we, as a nation, sufficiently alive to the importance of our com- 


merce to require that¥those who are immediately concerned in its 
prosecution shall take every proper precaution to render ships 
seaworthy, and crews and commanders effective, and to diminish 
the dangers with which our shores are beset ? By a report pub- 
lished very recently, it appears that not less a sum than 46,0000,

(Continued from page 373.) 

In previous numbers we have described and fully illustrated the 
modes of generating and conducting the galvanic fluid; we have 
now to consider the next and final steps taken in the production of a 
telegraphic symbol. These consist in the deeply interesting pro. 
cesses by which magnetism is induced permanently in the needles, 
and temporarily in the coils of wire between which they are sus. 
pended. Before explaining the principle involved in these delicate 
operations, it should be stated that the electric telegraph involves in 
its construction two essential conditions, First, that a magnetised 


needle, which is free to rotate about its centre, being brought ne 

wire through which an electric current is passing, has a tender ae ta 
place itself at right angles to that wire, the direction of its ae! a 
folowing a certain invariable law. This law may be simply ide 
trated as follows. If we imagine a man to have the electra. 3 yeni 
current transmitted through his body, the positive wire bein "applied 
to his feet and the negative to his head, so that the current. Hows 
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from his feet upwards; then a magnetic needle suspended freely be- 
fore him will place itself at right angles to his body, the north pole 
being to his left and the south to his right. If he move half round 
the needle, so as to present his back to it, or if the wires be reversed, 
the needle will place itself in the opposite position. Secondly, that 
a piece of soft iron, not being permanently magnetic, is rendered 
temporarily so, during the transmission of an electric current along a 
wire coiled spirally around it. The process by which these important 
effects are produced is termed magnetic induction, and may be thus 
explained,

If the north pole of a magnet be brought near to the ends of an 
unmagnetised bar of iron, that end will immediately acquire the pro- 
perties of a south pole, while the opposite or distant end will, at the 
same time, be converted into a north pole. If, instead of the north 
pole, the south pole had been presented to the bar, the changes 
effected in it would have been just the reverse; the adjacent end 
would have acquired the northern, and the distant end the south 
polarity, 

Thus we may observe that each pole of a magnet induces the op- 
posite kind of polarity in that end of the iron which is nearest to it, 
and the same kind on the remotest end; just as peprens in the in-

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Bret Root SUGAR IN GerMany.—We have been favoured with 
the following important extract from a leitter received from Magde- 
burg, and dated the 30th ult., containing an account of the progress 
of the production of beet root sugar in Germany :—“* The price of 
beet root sugar, which kind has entirely superseded cane sugar in 
our district, slightly declines from week to week. Good strong 
loaves manufactured from cane sugar by the refineries at Stettin and 
Berlin, cost 18 dolls, per cwt., a quality in every respect equivalent 


in colour as well as strength, and being of a pure taste, made here 
from beet roots, sells at 17 dolls., or from 5 to 6 per cent, less; and 
with such a price, which leaves a clear profit of 20 per cent., our 
establishments here are found to answer exceedingly well.

INDIA AND CHINA. 

We have received Bombay papers and correspondence to the 13ih 
ult. The news: from India is not remarkable. Peace prevails in 
the British territories, Lord Hardinge is proceeding from Simla 
towards Calcutta; he is expected about the 17th instant at Lucknow. 
The King of Oude is making preparations for his reception, An 
attempt was made to attack Lucknow by a neighbouring rajah, and a 
fight took place near Secunderapore, in which the plunder-loving 
rajah was defeated. Oude may be looked upon as far from being in 
a prosperous state. The Nizam’s country is still disturbed. he 
Nizam himeelf has occupied tents outside the walls of Hydrabad ; 


his minister joined him, but soon afterwards left the camp, which was. 


eouged by the rains. On his asking permission from his master to 
withdraw, the Nizam told him he had come unasked, and might take 
his departure in the same manner. There appears to be an expec- 


tation prevalent in that country of the approaching interference of 


the British power to effect proper arrangements in jts disturbed, ill- 
governed, and oppressed districts. From Scinde or Lahore there is 
no intelligence of importance. ‘There has been some heavy rain in 
Bombay, which has cooled the atmosphere, and the cold season has 
setin, The governor has been to Mahableshwar, and is going from 
thence to visit Viziadroog, in order to Jearn if the harbour there can 
be rendered available now, as it used to be under the Mahratta go- 
vernments. Vjziadroog is conveniently situate for the troops pro- 
ceeding by sea; they can there find a safe anchorage," and, proceed 
thence to Belgaum and the Southern Mahratta country. T'he visit 
of the governor of Bombay to Scinde is expected to take place in 
December. The London mails of the 7ih of October arrived here 
on the 9th, and the new puisne judge, Sir W, Yardley, was sworn 
into office on the 10th. Although the political news referred to is 
not of a stirring character, it wiil be regarded with pleasure as indi- 
cating a state of nearly profound tranquillity. The postscript of a 
letter, however, conveys most important and favourable accounts of 
a commercial kind. ‘You would be delighted to hear,” says the 
writer, “that although we have accounts of all the disasters in the 
mercantile and financial world in Eugland, not a single commercial 
house in Bombay has suspended its payments, Regret is felt 
certainly for the failures of old and respectable firms in London, but 
the most perfect confidence in the capabilities of all the Bombay 
houses (at least) to maintain their credit prevails. Of this you will 
find convincing proof in the very large remittances that go to Eng- 
land by this extra steamer,”

THE COLONIES. 
AUSTRALIA. — Free Kmicration. — A notice, dated Ist inst., of 
the regulations, under which free passages are to be granted to New 
South Wales and South Australia has just been issued, “ The funds 
by which the emigration is effected,” says the new notice, * are fur- 
nished by the colonies, and are intended, not for the purpose of relief 
to persons in this country, but to supply the colonists with the par- 
ticular desciiption of labourers of whom they stand most in need.” 
Of course industry, sobriety, and skill in their respective callings are 
desiderated in the emigrants; and it is added, ‘* Persons in the 
habitual receipt of parish relief are not eligible.” We would request 
our English, Scotch, Leinster (the sea-board), and, Ulster country~ 
men to note the passages we have quoted, This is no pauper emigra- 
tion. Paupers are not to be forwarded. ‘The free passages are 
merely the strong expressions on the part of the colonists of the need 
in which they stand of good skilled workmen. ‘There is no degra- 
dation to our sturdy eomanry in accepting them, ‘The emigrants 
must be in good health. The most eligible candidates are young 
married couples. No family can be taken with more than two 
children under seven, or three under ten years of age, . The separa- 
tion of husbands and wives, or of parents and children, is in no case 
to be permitted. Single men can only be taken in a number not ex- 
ceeding the number of single women in the same ship, The ages of 
parents of families ought not to exceed forty. This rule will be re- 
ved in favour of applicants having adult children about to emigrate 
with them, ‘The ages of single persons accompanying their parents 
ought not to be less than eighteen, nor more than thirty-five. ‘The 
emigrants must bring their own clothing; the more abundant the 
stock the better for health and comfort during the voyage. They 
must also bring 2lbs. of soap and a supply of towels and sheets. It 
is desirable that they should take the tools of their trades. Before 
receiving an order to embark 14 must be paid for every adult, and 
10s. for each child under fourteen, towards bedding and mess utensils 
for the voyage, If the emigrants conduct themselves properly during 
the voyage, the bedding and mess utensils are given to them at its 
termination, During the voyage the emigrants are put under the 
charge of a surgeon-superintendent. Married couples and their 
young children are to occupy separate berths in the middle of the 
vessel, ‘I'he single men and single women are placed in distinct 
Compartments at opposite ends of the ship. They are victualled in 
messes of six or eight each, children from one to fourteen receiving 
half rations. Ample supplies of medical comforts, &c. are placec 
under the discretion of the surgeon, First-class vessels will be de- 
Spatched every month to Sydney, Port Philip, avd Adelaide, from 
London and Plymouth, where dépôts have been fitted up, in which 
emigrants assembied previous to embarkation are Jodged and fed free 
of charge. Emigrants from Scotland will receive free passages from 
Leith to London, At the termination of the voyage emigrants may 
remain on board and receive free rations fourteen days, to enable 
them to make arrangements. ‘They are received in the colony bya 
government officer, whose duty it is to give them every assistance, by 
nformation and advice. They are free to engage themselves to any 
one, and to make their own bargain for wages. No repayment of 
any part of their passage out is required, Copies of the notice, con- 
taining the dietary scale for the voyage, lists of the commissioners’ 
agents in different parts of the country, and other details, may be had 
ou application to the secretary of the Colonial Land and Emigration 
ommissioners, at the office, 9. Park Street, Westminster. 
ALTA.-On the 3d inst. the Tancrede, French Government 
steam-packet, arrived there from Coustantinople. During the 
voyage on the 29th, after leaving Smyrna, the cook had been taken 
suddenly ill, and died a few hours after, At first the surgeon of the 
vessel was in doubt whether he should report it a case of cholera, and 
therefore the vessel entered the port; but having afterwards had a 
consultation with the proto-medico, or quarantine physician, he is 
said to have subscribed to the opinion of this latter, who, having pro- 
ncunced it to be cholera, the vessel was ordered to leave the harbour 
and cruise outside for a given number of days—twelve, after the 
death—being permitted to take in water and a few days’ fuel, but not 
to land her passengers, several of whom are des:ined for Malta. 
The French mail agent, however, considered it more judicious to 
send her to Marseilles to be depurated, and she left accordingly for 
that port on the same night. No one of the passengers, officers, or 
crew were ailing.

calamity. It has sent everybody in turn to the sofa or to bed, tle} 
him miserable, silent, and ‘unsocisl, set going the manufacture o 
gruel and arrow-root, encouraged the sale of drops and lozenges m 
every variety, and set every member of the household in turn bark- 
ing about the house with a preternatural sort of cough, more like a 
spasmodic ventriloquism than any more ordinary sound, It has al- 
mostemptied churches, and made the surviving congregations drown 
the service} with involuntary interruptions, It has almost brought 
the puriic offices to a stand-still, closed the schools, disabled the 
police force (there were 1200 laid up at once), and left the city at the 
mercy of the thieves, were it not that the iatter have had probably 
more than their share in the general prostration, lt has deranged 
innumerable appointments for business and pleasure, and thinned or 
extinguished dinner parties by consigning host and guest to their 
several couches. The doctors have been worn off their legs, whether 
their horses or their own, The sensations in the healthier and 
stronger Class of patients are very much the same, It is found im- 
possible to lie low enough, to get too near the fire, to do litle 
enough, and, as the complaint progresses, to cough deep enough. 
We velieve we have accommodated our language to the public im- 
pression of the disorder. Our readers must pardon a levity which 
expresses a fact—the general idea of the influenza,

SO great an extent for Jenny Lind. Jt increased beyond measure 
the public’s impatience to hear the celebrated artiste, who, since her 
return to this capital, had nat yet sung at any public place. Al- 
though the tickets for the performance were to have been sold at the 
theatre's office from ten o'clock on the preceding afternoon, the 
Adolphus Piace, where the Opera stands, was already nearly 
crowded, At about eleven the multitude was stich that the police 
interfered, and made the people form en queue. This was accom- 
plished quietly enough; but a httle after midnight a compact mass 
of persons suddenly made an irruption from the neighbouring streets 
rushed on the said queue, broke it, and actually besieg: d the theatre. 
Nevertheless, the first crowd returned, attacked their aggressors 
and in a few minutes a desperate fist and foot combat followed.

The tocsin has been sounded, the fiery cross has been wildly cas’ 
reering through the land to announce in one breath that the French 
are coming, and that the British, like Johnny Cope, are not yet 
“ wawking.” To be sure the summons is somewhat premature, for 
there is neither another French army assembled at Boulogne to 
form the basis of another column, nor another fleet prepared to make 
a descent upon “our lives and safeties all;” but hostile invasion 
certainly stands “ within the prospect of belief,” and we as certainly 
are not in a condition to resist it effectually. 

The warning note has been sounded in many quarters for some 
time past; indeed, ever since the Prince de Joinville put forth his 
clever and insolent pamphlet, the public have been reminded that 
England would be found utterly helpless to repel an attack upon her 
shores, supposing such a measure were attempted by a powerful 
European foe. ur confidence in this, as in too many other cases, 
has however rendered us entirely indifferent to the perseverance of 
public writers, and in all probability we should have continued to 
fold ourselves in the mantle of security had it not been recently 
bruited that a voice, which never can be heard without emotion, has 
proclaimed our danger, and urged us to prompt and vigorous mea- 
sures of protection. Whether it be true or false that the Duxz or 
We .tineron has, as openly alleged, written to Sir John Burgoyne, 
and pointed to the necessity of a large militia, an increase to the 
army, and the erection of fortifications upon the coast; whether it be 
or be not a fact that his grace has complained of the culpable indiffer- 
ence of three ministries, it is quite notorious that. he thinks we ought 
to take some decided and immediate stepsin the promotion of a 
system of national defence, and there is an appearance of a disposi- 
tion on the part of the existing government to offer a sufficient 
scheme to parliament. Lord John Russell distinctly said on Mon- 
day that he would be proposed, after the recess, to state what had 
been done and what it was proposed to do in regard to the matter. 
No doubt a comprehensive arming of the population is contemplated, 
and an adequate augmentation of the existing force ; measures that 
may involve large increase to the ordinary army and navy estimates ; 
but whatever it may be, we feel assured that British patriotism will 
freely respond to the call, rather than suffer the “ Napoleon of Peace,” 
or his successors, to cherish a belief in our vulnerability. 
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Crotena Pronucen sy SurerstTITION.—In 1821, cholera so raged 
in Bankok that in a short time 4000 persons died. The King ap- 
pointed his nobles, priests, and astrologers to ascertain the cause of 
this scourge. After a long and very solemn investigation, it was the 
unanimous opinion of the council that it was produced by an evil 
spirit that visited their shore in the shape of a fish, and that it was 
only necessary to fire their guns to get rid of the monster. Accord- 
ingly the inhabitants assembled in masses on the beach with their 
guns, which they continued firing for some time, but without effect, 
as of those who were collected on the beach, 7000 died there. 

Loro ‘Tuurtow's Karty Poverty. — lt is even said that the future 
chancellor, although he practised a laudable economy, was actually 
reduced to the following stratagem to procure a horse to carry him

Russian were suffered to pour the produce of their corn fields into 
our markets, and carry away our — manufactures he said, but our 
gold he meant —in exchange thereof, And amongst the hearers 
of the itinerant orator were many men who did not think; and 
many who saw that notoriety would come of their adoption of his 
sentiments; and many who, sharing in his selfish apprehensions, 
believed in his doctrines. From these, at first small bands and 
coteries, arose large meetings and consequential committees, asso- 
ciations, and conventions ; and at length the congregated bodies 
became one vast body, and it was baptized THE LEAGUE, This 
was'in the year of our Lord 1839.

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POLICE. 

Bow Srreet —PURCHASING GAME FROM UNLICENSED DEALERS. 
—J. Wellspring, chemist, in Chandos Street, was summoned for pur- 
chasing game from an unlicensed dealer, Mr. Wellspring acknow- 
ledged having purchased a hare, but said he was not aware that he 
was doing wrong. Mr. Lewis, for the plaintiff, said the summons 
was issued at the instance of a society instituted by the licensed deal- 
ers for their protection against unlicensed dealers, who were in the 
habit of obtaining game, how it was unknown, and selling it at such 


‘a price as almost to do away with the game trade of the dealers who 


had licenses. ‘The present case was partly brought forward that the 
public might be made‘aware of their liability to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding 5l. for purchasing from unlicensed dealers. Mr. Wellspring 
said he could not dispute the facts. Mr. Henry said he believed this 
was the first case which had been brought torward under the act, and 
he thought a small penalty would be sufficient. Mr. Lewis said 
the Society for the Protection of Licensed Game-dealers had adver- 
tised in ali the morning papers that persons offending in this manner 
were liable to a penalty. Mr. Henry said it was very likely Mr. 
Wellspring had not seen the advertisement, He (Mr. Henry) had 
certainly never seen it, He should therefore only inflict a penalty of 
5s. and cosis. If the offence were repeated, he should inflict the full 
penalty of 5. 

CLERKENWELL. — DestITUTION AND Crime. — James Denby, a 
young man of shabby genteel appearance, was placed at the bar be- 
tore Mr, Combe, charged with the following robbery ; — It appeared 
that on Wednesday last the prisoner called at the house of Mr. Os- 
borne, Granville Square, Clerkenwell, and delivered a fictitious 
messige to the servant, requesting her to deliver a note to her master, 
and that he would wait for an answer. She proceeded to the draw- 
ing-room, and during her temporary absence he stole a great coat and 
shawl, which were hanging up in the hall, and left the house. An 
alarm was made, and the prisoner was overtaken with the property in 
his possession. The prisoner being called upon for his defence, 
burst into tears, and said he was guilty of the robbery. He was 
unable to procure employment ; be had been in “reat distress, and 
had not tasted a morsel of food for days together, and hunger urged 
him to commit the offence. He was committed for trial. 

Maxtuorovcu Srreet,—Herman Geizer, a foreigner, was charged 
with having bitten the hand of Benjamin Schrader, under these cir- 
cumstances: — Henry Barham said the defendant came into Mr. 
Young’s, a pawnbroker’s shop, in Princes Street, and offered to 
pledge what he represented to be cameo brooches set in gold. Wit- 
ness took the brooches, and told the defendant he should {first test 
them. ‘The defendant snatched the brooches, all but one, out of wit- 
ness’s hand. Witness said he should try whether the mounting was 
gold, and he accordingly applied a test, and found the mounting was 
only metal, He told the defendant he need not give himseif the 
trouble to bring any more things to the shop to pledge. Thede- 
fendant immediately began to abuse witness, and made so much 
noise that witness was obliged to tell him, if he did not desist and 
leave the shop, he would callin a policeman. ‘The defendant would 
not desist, and witness rang the bell for the other shopman to come 
down, Benjamin Schrader said he entered the shop, and found the 
defendant making a great disturbance, and refusing to leave the shop. 
The defendant was ultimately obliged to leave the shop, and as soon 
as he was outside he attackea witness, and bit his hand severely. Mr, 
Bingham considered the assault was of a very agoravated character 
and inflicted a fine of 5L, or two months’ imprisonment. i

The eyes of the Feejeans are generally fine, being black and penetrating. The 
expression of countenance is usually restless and watchful; they are observing 
and quick'in their movements. 

The hair is a principal matter with them. When boys it is cropped close, 
while that of the young girls is allowed to grow. When the boys advance to 
manhood, their hair is no longer cropped, great pains being taken to spread it 
out with a mop like form, The chiefs, in particular, pay great attention to the 
dressing of their heads, and for this purpose all of them have barbers, whose sole 
occupation is the care of their master’s heads. The duties of these functionaries 
are held to be of so sacred a nature, that their hands are tabooed from all other 
employment, and they are not even permitted to feed themselves. To dress the 

ead of a chief occupies severali hours. The Feejeans are extremely change- 
able in their dispositions. ‘hey are fond of joking, indulge in laughter, 
and will at one moment appear to give themselves up to marriment, from which 
they io an instant pass to demon-like anger, which they evince by looks, which 
cannot be misunderstood by those who are the subjects of it.
